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Sexual Assault Survivors Take on the System

“What would you do if you were 
raped? I didn’t know, I had to Google 
it,” Jane Doe said during a press con- 
ference at City Hall. “The police came 
and took me in an ambulance to the 
hospital. Physically ill, in shock and 
alone, I waited for hours in a dingy 
room with no phone service ... I had 
the worst headache of my life, and I 
waited for hours behind other rape vic- 
tims to be seen by the one nurse on the 
sexual-assault response team.” 

Doe is just one of more than a 
dozen victims of sexual violence 
who've spoken up at City Hall in the 
past few weeks. They come from all 
backgrounds; one works in civil rights, 
another is a teacher. On Tuesday, sex 
workers, monolingual Spanish speak- 
ers, queer women, and women of color 
took the mic at a press conference to 
share their stories as part of a collec- 
tive call for reform and accountability 
of city government agencies that failed 
to adequately handle their cases. 

It’s something that Supervisor 
Hillary Ronen, whose office is spear- 
heading the movement, calls a deep, 
systemic problem, one that stretches 
all the way from the Police Department 
to Zuckerberg San Francisco General 
Hospital to the District Attorney’s 
office. 

“T have heard enough stories that it 
is clear to me these are not just a few 
isolated incidents,” Ronen said ata 
sex assault hearing held in the Public 
Safety and Neighborhood Services 
committee in April. “There is a pattern 
of negligence and mistreatment that I 
consider abusive toward rape victims. 
These are our city employees who are 
blaming victims for their own assaults, 
disregarding the severity of these rapes 
and denying survivors their right to an 
objective and thorough investigation.” 

On Tuesday, Ronen introduced 
legislation at the Board of Supervisors 
meeting that, if passed, would create 
an Office of Sexual Harassment and 
Assault Response and Prevention 
(SHARP). The office, which is estimated 
to cost $400,000 annually to get off the 
ground, would have three staff mem- 
bers who would receive complaints, 
offer support for victims as they nav- 
igate the system, provide oversight of 
government agencies that interact with 
victims, and create reports on the city’s 
efficacy (or lack thereof) in solving 
these cases.

conversation in San Francisco in 2018,” 
Ronen said. “I am angry, I am upset, 
and I am appalled.” 

She has good reason to be. The 
stories that have been brought to her 
office over the past few months sound 
more like they originate from The 
Handmaid's Tale than one of the coun- 
try’s most liberal cities. 

Rachel Sutton experienced a slew 
of institutional mishaps after she was 
raped in February 2013. The hospital 
told her she could pee before her exam, 
which reduced the amount of evidence. 
Despite fearing that drugs were used in 
her assault, she didn’t receive a blood 
test for three hours. The District Attor- 
ney assigned to her case threw it out 
without even interviewing her. Sutton 
hired attorneys and filed a civil suit, 
but police took so long to respond that 
when the trial date came around it had 
to be pushed out several months. 

“What I experienced was four-and- 
a-half years of negligence and incompe- 
tence numerous times in every single 
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agency that I encountered in the pro- 
cess, Sutton told a crowd at City Hall, 
stating that she’s experienced ongoing 
trauma from being “personally dehu- 
manized, invalidated, and straight-up 
bullied by the people you're told that 
you can trust in your most helpless 
moments.” 

Sutton spoke carefully and elo- 
quently, but not all victims who’ve 
come out have the advantage of being 
a native English speaker. A woman 
named Maria spoke to a crowd with 
Ronen’s legislative aide Carolina Mo- 
rales, who's spent years working with 
domestic violence victims, translating. 

“When I moved to this city, I felt 
very vulnerable,” she said. "I was in a 
new country, I didn’t know any En- 
glish. I was working at a restaurant, 
and in my free time I would go to 
school to learn English.” 

Shortly after arriving, Maria began 
to experience violent sexual and emo- 
tional assaults from a man she lived 
with. “He would tell me that if I ever 


told anybody about the sexual advanc- 
es that he would do towards me, he 
would make me look guilty,” she said. 
“He would tell everybody that I was at 
fault.” 

It took years for Maria to finally 
speak of the incident, but when she 
did, she wasn’t offered help. 

“When I became pregnant, I talked 
with the hospital staff at S.F. General, 
and told them that I had been sexually 
abused. They told me ‘all women go 
through that, and they have to contin- 
ue on with their lives, ” she said. 

With the help of San Francisco 
Women Against Rape, Maria did fi- 
nally file a police report documenting 
her assault, but by then too much 
time had passed to press charges. 
Nevertheless, she’s committed to 
using her experience to help others. 

“I am speaking up because I 
don’t want any other woman to feel 
afraid to break their silence,” she 
said. 

The #MeToo movement started

with women coming out against Har- 
vey Weinstein, trickled down to shared 
stories from nearly every woman 

on Facebook, Twitter, and Medium, 
and then rose back up again to focus 
squarely on celebrities. The emphasis 
thus far has been on calling out the 
men who perpetrated the attacks, and 
with just cause — it’s disgusting that 
known sex offenders still hold posi- 
tions of power. But as Ronen’s hearing 
and press conference has proven, the 
#MeToo movement doesn’t just end 
with pointing a finger at an assailant, 
but with listening to, trusting, and 
advocating for victims every step of 
the way. 

Beverly Upton, executive director of 
the San Francisco Domestic Violence 
Consortium, emphasized that the city 
needs to improve on creating a com- 
prehensive team that supports victims 
of sexual assault — a process which 
starts simply with believing victims 
when they speak up. 

“What if we lived in a city where 
if someone called 911, we believed 
them?” she asked. “If somebody’s 
home is broken into, we don’t ask 
them over and over again ‘Are you sure 
your house was broken into?’ 

“Let’s become part of a team, where 
a 911 dispatcher sends an officer that 
speaks the language, that understands 
the cultural issues, who works with the 
survivor from the first minute,” Upton 
added. “The nurses at SFGH also be- 
come part of the team, so by the time 
the survivor gets far enough along to 
make a decision about her case, her 
healing has begun and she has a team 
around her. She hasn’t had to stop 
several times a day and convince some- 
body that she’s a victim.” 

It’s a good goal, and one that prob- 
ably won't be reached without a significant 
change in the many systems rape victims 
have to navigate. But despite the raw, pain- 
ful stories that survivors shared in City Hall 
over the past few weeks, there’s an unbe- 
lievable amount of optimism. 

“T hope that victims will no longer have 
to arrive at trial exhausted, damaged, and 
ready to surrender,’ Sutton said. “I hope 
that we have finally found a way to trans- 
form a dehumanizing and depleting 
process into what it’s supposed to be. 
More victims ready and willing to pros- 
ecute means more predators out of our 
streets and our workplaces. It sends 
the message to rapists that they are the 
ones in danger now, not us.” 
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June “Poison Pill’ Ballot Duel 


Looks Good For Office Space Landlords

Supervisor Norman Yee re- 
members when he first learned that 
another proposition was gunning to 
raise the same tax as his via the June 
ballot. 

It was Jan. 17, the first day after the 
deadline to file with the Department of 
Elections. Nearly a week prior, Yee and 
Supervisor Jane Kim had succeeded 
in getting Proposition C on the ballot 
after months of community outreach. If 
passed, Prop. C and its 3.5 percent tax 
increase on commercial property owners 
would pay for universal child care, ear- 
ly-childhood education, and increased 
compensation for child-care workers. 
Things looked good. 

Then came the phone calls. Yee and 
Kim suddenly had a problem. Another 
proposition had snuck into the depart- 
ment'’s office at 5 p.m. on the day of the 
deadline. Prop. D sought to target the 
same tax opportunity as Prop. C, but 
it asked voters for half as much. The 
money would be split between homeless 
services and middle-class housing, with 
a sliver to fund single-room-occupancy 
buildings for San Franciscans earning 
up to $41,450 a year. A so-called “poi- 
son pill” had also been inserted, mean- 
ing that only one of the two could win. 

“T was shocked,” Yee says. ‘I was 
like, “‘What’s going on here?’ ” 

It turns out that while Prop. C’s 
supporters were out collecting the 
16,000 signatures needed to get 
childcare services on the ballot, 
moderate forces back at City Hall 
were working fast on another plan 
to defeat them, behind closed doors, 
without signatures or public input. 
With the blessing of the San Francis- 
co Chamber of Commerce, a plan was 
hatched to give commercial real es- 
tate landlords a break. They could eat 
a 1.7 percent tax with Prop. D and 
therefore avoid the 3.5 percent with 
Prop. C. Best case scenario: Votes 
would be siphoned away from Prop. C 
and both would lose. 

But Prop. D’s sponsor, Supervi- 
sor Ahsha Safai, says the initiative 
wasn't intended to spoil Prop. C’s 
chances in true “poison pill” style, 
but instead to address what he calls 
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the crisis of today: housing. More 
specifically, it would “expand the 
definition of affordable housing” to 
include San Francisco’s middle class, 
something Safai campaigned on in 
2016. A large chunk of Prop. D’s 
funds would subsidize housing for 
middle-class families of three earn- 
ing between $74,600 and $159,850 
a year, or 70 percent to 150 percent 
of the Area Median Income. 

“If you look at all the statistics, 
we re doing well at building our 
low-income housing,” Safai tells SF 
Weekly. “We have the housing trust 
fund, the low-income housing tax 
credit, the affordable housing bond. 
It’s all been focused on those making 
55 percent of Area Median Income or 
slightly less. But there’s nothing for 
working and middle-class families.” 

If passed, Prop. D’s funding would 
be split between the Department of 
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Homelessness and the Mayor’s Office 
of Housing and Community Devel- 
opment. Safai says it’s estimated to 
raise $1 billion by 2030, making it 
the “largest affordable-housing ini- 
tiative in the city’s history.” The city 
controller says it will generate $70 
million a year compared to $146 mil- 
lion under Prop. C. 

When asked about the city’s 
disappearing middle class, Yee says 
Prop. C would help them faster. If 
struggling families can save $20,000 
a year on child care immediately, Yee 
says, that money can be saved for rent 
or other expenses. Prop. C would help 
pay for child care for San Franciscans 
earning up to 200 percent of AMI, or 
$207,500 a year for a family of three. 
It would raise wages for child-care 
workers struggling to stay in the city 
alongside the teachers, firefighters, 
and janitors Safai likes to mention

while pushing Prop. D. 

“The two biggest expenses for fam- 
ilies with young children are housing 
and child care. For housing, relief takes 
years,” Yee says. “Prop. C would be im- 
mediate relief.” 

The Chronicle's editorial board 
doesn’t seem to think so. Last month, 
the paper endorsed Prop. D with rea- 
soning reminiscent of something out 
of a Reaganomics textbook. While 
calling Prop. C “oblivious to the reality 
of the commercial real estate’s volatili- 
ty,” the Chronicle sided with the “more 
modest” Prop. D out of fears commer- 
cial real estate tenants would ditch the 
city if overtaxed. 

“The hefty, 1,100-percent gross-re- 
ceipts tax increase in Prop. C could bea 
tipping point for some commercial ten- 
ants to leave San Francisco,’ the Chroni- 
cle’s recommendation says. 

Their reasoning bears a striking 





resemblance to an op-ed that ran in the 
Examiner earlier this month written by 
Tallia Hart, president and CEO of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
who said Prop. C would “so significantly 
raise office rents that some may relocate 
or move their workforce out of San 
Francisco.” 

But Jason McDaniel, an associate 
professor of political science at San 
Francisco State University, described the 
situation as the standard moderate vs. 
progressive political fight here in the city. 

“The dueling propositions reflect a 
combination of a) the polarization be- 
tween the two major political factions 
in S.F, and b) close level of competition 
between them for control of government 
and policy,” he said. 

Tax increases aside, San Francisco is 
still the place to be in the global commer- 
cial real estate scene. Prices per square 
foot are among the highest in the nation. 
In 2016, The New York Times reported 
San Francisco had the most expensive 
office rents in the country after prices 
rose 14 percent the previous year, pulling 
the city ahead of Manhattan. And last 
quarter, global commercial real estate 
firm Cushman & Wakefield produced its 
quarterly report, praising San Francisco’s 
commercial real estate market for seem- 
ingly endless demand for commercial 
office space; 100 percent of the office 
space set to hit the market next year will 
be leased before construction is even 
finished. 

“Large block demand continues to 
outpace supply,’ the report reads. “There 
was 8.7 million square feet of new leas- 
ing activity in 2017, the fourth-highest 
figure ever recorded in San Francisco.” 

In terms of their tax burden, San 
Francisco’s commercial property own- 
ers are doing just fine. Republicans 
have their back at the federal level. 
Moderates at City Hall toe a similar 
line at home. And voters may easily 
get confused and hand them a 2018 
for the record books, all thanks to 
whoever thought it was a good idea to 
pit San Francisco’s most pressing social 
issues against each other for a political 
victory.

Put Your Money Where Your Mouth Is 





Analready-approved marketplace in the Tenderloin hasn't even broken ground yet, but it’s already suffering money 
problems. Will the city bail it out?

The old, one-story building on 
the corner of Hyde Street and Golden 
Gate Avenue has been vacant since the 
end of 2015. The city has owned the for- 
mer post office since 2016 and will 
someday turn it into affordable housing 
— as soon as architects, neighbors, poli- 
ticians, and the Planning Department 
agree on a design and budget (a process 
that can take years). In the meantime, 
the sidewalk surrounding the shuttered 
facility is used by people for sleeping, 
dealing drugs, or emptying the nearby 
trash cans and sifting through the con- 
tents. It’s become a troublesome corner, 
and no one is happy about it. 

But behind the scenes, there’s a 
plan in place: to tear the boards off 
the windows and build San Francisco’s 
first-ever women-run food market- 
place. 

La Cocina — the food entrepre- 
neurship program that helped launch 
such businesses as Azalina’s, Don 
Bugito, and Onigilly — is behind the 
effort, which Planning has already 
approved. But the incubator has hit a 
roadblock, and it’s a big one. With the 
city undergoing a massive construc- 
tion boom, the price to renovate the 
building and construct kitchens and 
dining areas has skyrocketed. In May 
2016, the project was estimated to 
cost $2 million, with both La Cocina 
and the city splitting the bill. But by 
December 2017, just a year-and-a- 
half later, that number doubled to $4 
million. La Cocina believes it can raise 
$1 million more, but that still leaves 
the project $1 million short of the 
funds needed to launch. 

On Monday, neighborhood advo- 
cates gathered together to ask City 
Hall to help them secure the funding.

Mark Farrell’s background as a 
businessman has appeared front-and- 
center in his short mayoral reign, and 
this week he’s using his position of 
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director, says the plan is to have sev- 
en businesses open in the place, all 
run by women and people of color. 

“We’re 100-percent committed 
to seeing this project happen,” Zigas 
said. “This is an opportunity for the 
city to make an affirmative decision 
about the kind of businesses they 
want to see. 

“We can promise it will be a deli- 
cious return on investment,” he add- 
ed, as anod to the fact that City Hall 
is just a short three blocks away from 
the site. 

The commitment to raising $2 mil- 
lion total for this project is impressive 
for an organization whose mission is 
to aid low-income business owners 
with less than $5,000 in capital. But 
while the city has a whopping $10 
billion budget each year, it’s still a lot 


power to prepare the city for an inevita- 
bility: the next recession. On Tuesday, 
Farrell issued an executive order man- 
dating that city officials meet regularly 
to monitor and plan for potential signs 


of an economic downturn — something 
his office claims is a “first-in-the-nation 


policy.” 

“We are enjoying unparalleled 
economic prosperity in our city, but 
we cannot forget the lessons learned 
from the Great Recession,” Farrell 


says, referencing the financial collapse 


of 2008. “There is not a question of 
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to ask, and Mayor Mark Farrell isn’t 
being too generous lately. 

Sup. Jane Kim, who recently fought 
hard for $2.5 million to clean city 
streets, earned enough support to get 
the motion passed by her colleagues 
on the Board in March — only to have 
it rejected when it reached Farrell’s 
desk. The same month, he also rejected 
Sup. London Breed’s request for mon- 
ey to help tenants facing eviction. 

So as great an idea as this market- 
place sounds, donating $2 million to 
making one singular project happen 
will not be an easy win. 

But Randy Shaw, executive director 
of the Tenderloin Housing Clinic, says 
the city owes the neighborhood the 
money. 

“IT keep wondering when the city 
will invest in the Tenderloin,” he 


if the next downturn will happen, 
but when. As mayor, I have a duty to 
prepare our city and determine what 
steps we will need to take to recover.” 
While Farrell and his stock-watch- 
ing tactics are pushing this issue to 
the fore, he’s following in Mayor Ed 
Lee’s footsteps. In 2016, Lee estab- 
lished the city’s first Economic Resil- 
iency Plan. Based on research done 
by consultants who put it together, 
the city could see a loss of between 
15,000 and 54,000 jobs during 
another downturn, which (in the 


said at Monday’s press conference. 
“Trying to get money for housing 

we re very good at, but trying to get 
money for economic development is 
like pulling teeth. We see millions of 
dollars being spread around the city, 
but when it comes to this ... $1 mil- 
lion should just be an automatic gift. 
We've been underfunded for decades. 
This would close the reparations the 
Tenderloin is owed.” 

Reparations aside, neighbors 
simply seem excited about the idea 
of having more food options in that 
corner of the city. UC Hastings Dean 
David Faigman showed up Monday to 
express his support of the project, as 
did Local 2, a union one block away, 
and La Vos Latina, an advocacy group 
for low-income Spanish-speaking res- 
idents in the neighborhood. 

While the group cheered in sup- 
port of one another outside 101 Hyde 
St. on Monday, it remains to be seen 
whether they will be listened to. La 
Cocina and Tenderloin Housing Clin- 

ic have made requests to meet with 
Mayor Mark Farrell, but have yet to 
hear back. 

The project does, however, have 
Kim’s support. 

“It would be a wonderful opportu- 
nity for our local small businesses for 
La Cocina to be able to execute their 
vision for this location,” she said. “The 
city will definitely stay involved and 
we have already been in discussions 
over the last few weeks in regards to 
cost overruns.” 

In the meantime, a large, city- 
owned building just steps from City 
Hall sits vacant.

worst-case-scenario) would push un- 
employment up to an uncomfortable 
9.4 percent. 

It sounds serious, and it is, but 
it’s not something San Francisco 
hasn’t experienced before. Between 
2008 and 2010, 40,000 jobs were lost 
citywide. But in the eight years since, 
we ve recovered with a whopping 
189,000 jobs added, which has low- 
ered our unemployment rate to 2.4 
percent.

Heading 
Home? 


The chief of SFPD has held 
the job for only 18 months, 
but he may already be on 
his way out. 


It took nearly eight months 
for city officials to select a perma- 
nent police chief after Greg Suhr 
was forced resign in May 2016, and 
he might not be sticking around. 
San Francisco Police Department 
Chief Bill Scott, who assumed the 
role in January 2017, is reportedly a 
finalist for the position of Chief of 
Police for the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment. The Los Angeles Times 
published an article Tuesday citing 
anonymous sources who claim Scott 
is one of three candidates being seri- 
ously considered for the job. 

It’s not completely out of the 
blue. Scott is a 27-year veteran of 
LAPD, and the department wants 
an insider to lead the force. SFPD’s 
police officer’s union allegedly 
wanted the same thing, so when 
Scott was brought on board, he 
wasn't exactly welcomed with 
open arms. 

In addition, SFPD is being 
heavily pressured by both citizens 
and the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice to enact 272 recommended re- 
form measures created in the wake 
of a slew of fatal officer-involved 
shootings, leaked racist texts, and 
an underage sex-worker scandal 
that stretched all the way across 
the Bay. 

SFPD has not yet confirmed 
the rumors, simply telling SF 
Weekly that “Chief Scott is focused 
on this city and its police depart- 
ment.” But the issue will soon be 
resolved: Current LAPD Chief 
Charlie Beck will officially step 
down June 27. Either way, if Scott 
is or isn’t selected, his desire to 
move on from his current job has 


been revealed. NS 





has now squirreled away $499 million 
for emergencies should the recession 
hit as badly as last time. And it’s not 
done yet — that’s only 10 percent of 
what’s recommended in the aforemen- 
tioned Plan.

In Chuck We 
Trust? 


To see Democratic Senate Mi- 
nority Leader Chuck Schumer share a 
stage with Republican Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell is a rare sight these 
days. Barring a national tragedy that 
forces D.C.’s top politicians to play 
nice, the two haven’t found much in 
the way of common ground in years. 

However, on Friday, May 4, Schum- 
er stood alongside McConnell as 
the former announced his intent to 
become a co-sponsor of McConnell’s 
industrial hemp bill. The fact that Mc- 
Connell is even championing a bill on 
hemp — a product also derived from 
the cannabis sativa plant — is some- 
thing of a shock. The Kentucky Repub- 
lican’s motives aren’t hard to discern, 
though: Domestic hemp production 
is a potentially lucrative industry that 
farming-driven states like Kentucky 
would love to get in on. 

Still, the partnership between the 
New York Democrat and the Kentucky 
Republican on a cannabis-related issue

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speaks to a deeper fact: Politicians are 
realizing that being on the wrong side 
of pot may soon cost them a chance at 
re-election. 

In fact, Schumer has taken things 
even further. He went all-in on mar- 
ijuana reform with a comically timed 
April 20 proclamation that he'll push 
for the decriminalization of cannabis. 
Schumer is hardly the first senator 
to promise a legalization bill, but he’s 
certainly one of the most high-profile 
figures to support the effort. 

His predecessors, who include 
Senator Cory Booker (D-NJ) and 
Congresswoman Barbara Lee (D-CA), 
now gain a vital ally in their efforts to 
have cannabis removed from the Drug 
Enforcement Administration’s list of 
controlled substances. Booker also 
added a sizeable supporter in Senator 
Bernie Sanders (I-VT), who joined the 
former's Marijuana Jus- 
tice Act as a co-sponsor 
on April 19. 

For his part, Schumer 
has now taken to the 
press to solidifying his 
newfound stance. 

“The time has come to 
decriminalize marijuana,” 
he declared during a re- 
cent interview with Vice 
News Tonight.

In truth, that time arrived some 
time ago, but the cannabis industry is 
likely willing to forgive the delay if it 
means their access to comprehensive 
banking, insurance policies, and other 
basic staples of economic infrastruc- 
ture may at long last become reality. 

For those who have seen similar 
pledges go unfulfilled and now greet 
Schumer’s actions with apprehension, 
perhaps they will find the recent ex- 
ploits of former House Speaker John 
Boehner more convincing. In April, the 
Republican leader — who as recently 
as 2011 labeled himself as “unalterably 
opposed’ to legalizing marijuana — 
announced he was joining the advisory 
board of cannabis company Acreage 
Holdings. 

Speaking with The New York Times, 
National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORML) 
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executive director Erik Altieri suggest- 
ed Boehner’s pot pivot was “really just 
a sign of the times in terms of where 
the American public is going.” While 
the court of public opinion has cer- 
tainly made its views known on can- 
nabis — the latest numbers from Pew 
Research Center indicate 61 percent of 
the U.S. population current favors le- 
galization— there’s likely another kind 
of green motivating these changes of 
heart. 

After all, cannabis is hardly the only 
subject to dominate headlines in the 
past 12 months. Where are the com- 
prehensive reforms on gun control? 
Why haven’t McConnell and Schumer 
handed over a new bill to address the 
rampant and systemic sexual violence 
perpetrated against women? Certainly 
the rise of the #MeToo movement and 
the inspiring advocacy 
of Emma Gonzalez and 
her fellow survivors 
of February’s horrific 
shooting at Stoneman 
Douglas High School 
have attracted our 
focus as much as the 

issues surrounding 
cannabis reform. 
Why has cannabis 
formed a bridge be- 
tween foes while oth-

er issues remain in bureaucratic purga- 
tory? The answer, of course, is simple 
dollars and cents. In Boehner’s case, he 
sees the profits to be made by aligning 
with a cannabis corporation with a 
presence in 11 states. In McConnell’s 
case, hemp is a backdoor issue that 
keeps him on the right side of cannabis 
without alienating any constituents 
who may still be mired in the myths of 
long-standing stigmas. In Schumer’s 
case, his road to cannabis salvation is 
paved with political ambition. 

The details of the path forward will 
likely go unscrutinized if the end result 
means national legalization. However, 
being conscious of the motivations 
that lead to change is vital if we hope 
to make that change last. With money 
to be made and votes to be won, it’s 
not hard to see why many politicians 
are embracing the green rush. What 
remains to be seen is who will still be 
there when the smoke clears—have 
our country’s leaders truly changed 
their tune on cannabis, or will they 
only embrace the movement as long as 
there’s a high to ride?

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The difference between 
employees and 
independent contractors 


This week's question comes from C.J., who 
writes: 


QO: “lama delivery driver for a company 
that offers door-to-door food service from 
restaurants to customers’ homes. | amclas- 
sified as an independent contractor and paid 
on a piecemeal basis (no pun intended) with 
no benefits or extra pay forworking over- 
time. Some people at work say that we 
should be classified as employees instead 
and want to demand betteremployment 
terms. These legal categories are confusing 
to me, even though they seem to have a lot 
of impact on our lives. How can a worker tell 
whether they should be treated as an inde- 
pendent contractor or an employee?” 


A: Your question Is an important one that 
many workers and businesses struggle with 
because the appropriate workclassification 
is Critical to determining whether a worker 
is entitled to a number of wage and over- 
time protections, employercontributions to 
social Security and Medicare, as well as re- 
Imbursement for business-related expenses. 
While workers in an“employment relation- 


ship’ can expect these benefits to be pro- 
vided by hiring entities, workers classified 
as Independentcontractors are generally re- 
sponsible to bear those burdens them- 
selves. 

since 1989, California courts have deter- 
mined employment status through analysis 
of 12 factors, originally set forth in anim- 
portant case known as Borello and Sons v. 
Dept. of Industrial Relations and later clari- 
fied by Yellow Cab Cooperative v.Workers 
Compensation Appeals Board. This 
“multi-factor analysis” purported to evalu- 
ate whether the hiring entity had“ significant 
control” over the nature, manner and means 
of the work to be performed. The more con- 
trol the hirer enjoyed,the more likely It was 
that a court would determine an employ- 
ment, rather than contractual, relationship 
had been created. 

However, with the rise of the so-called 
“gig economy” — in which on-demand 
businesses occupy diverse fields such as- 
transportation, in-home services and, as in 
your case, delivery services — the tradi- 
tional division between employees andinde- 
pendent contractors has become less and 





less clear. While a hiring entity may contract 
with a large number ofdisconnected “gig” 
workers, each of whom often uses his or her 
own equipment and enjoys some choice in 
working hoursand conditions, the contracted 
work often serves as a worker's primary or 
even singular source of income and may be- 
controlled in many ways by conditions set 
by the hirer. 

Given the substantial changes in Califor- 
nia‘s labor market since it established the 
Borello standard in 1989, Californiacourts 
have increasingly struggled to fit the tradi- 
tional factors of employment status for 
workers into the emerging “gig workforce 
model. Most recently, on April 30, the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court issued a major deci- 
sion in a case Known asDynamex Operations 
West Inc. v. Superior Court to guide how the 
courts should now determine the employ- 
ment status of aworker. 

In Dynamex, workers for an on-demand 
package and document delivery service 
brought a class-action case challengingth- 
eir Status as Independent contractors. In- 
stead of applying the Borello multi-factor 
test, the Supreme Court opted toestablish a 
new rule to determine the nature of a work- 
ers relationship with the hiring entity, to be 
known as the “ABC test."It is a clearer 
standard, already used in several other ju- 
risdictions, and is predicted by many legal 
analysts to favor, whencompared to the 
Borello test, a determination that a worker 
is indeed an employee as opposed to a con- 
tractor.

Under the new “ABC test,” a hiring entity 
wishing to maintain an independent con- 
tractor relationship with a given worker \s- 
required to prove each of the following 
three requirements: 


1. The worker is free from the control and 
direction of the hirer in the performance of 
their work. 


2. The worker is performing work that is 
outside the usual course of the hiring enti- 
ty’s business. 


3. The worker is customarily engaged in an 
independently established trade occupation 
or business of the same nature asthe work 
performed. 








It will take some time to see how this new 
standard will change the employment land- 
scape, but it certainly appears tosupport 
the classification of more workers as em- 
ployees. | would need many more details to 
evaluate how the ABC testwould apply to 
your particular situation, but the upshot of 
the Dynamex case Is that an evaluation of 
such key facts shouldnow be both easier 
and clearer than under the Borello stan- 
dard. If you think you have employment-re- 
lated legal issues, besure to contact an 
attorney experienced in this area of law, 
such as Dolan Law Firm.

Although no official noise com- 
plaints have ever been filed, there’s of- 
ten quite a ruckus to be heard at Angela 
Watson’s home in Aiken, S.C., during the 
NFL football season. When her son, line- 
backer Dekota Watson, takes the field 
with his San Francisco 49er teammates, 
friends and family know better than to 
bother Angela. 

“Nobody better come and ring the 
doorbell,” she says, “because they’re 
not getting in. Don’t call me, because 
I’m not answering the phone.” 

When Tampa Bay snapped up her 
son in the seventh round of the 2010 
NFL Draft, Angela wasted no time 
morphing into a Buccaneers fan. Since 
then, she has spent time as a Jaguars 
fan, a Cowboys fan — that one came 
easy — a Patriots fan, and a Broncos 
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fan. Now it’s the San Francisco 49ers 
she cheers for on Sundays, but which- 
ever team Dekota may play for, they 
can count Angela Watson as a diehard 
supporter. 

“We always root for Dekota,” she 
says with conviction. “We dress up. 

If we're not at the actual game, we 

still make a big to-do about it. Even 
my neighbors — they may support 
another team — but when Dekota’s 
playing, they put on a 49ers jersey and 
everything. The whole neighborhood is 
rooting for him.” 

When Dekota thinks about all the 
things he’s learned from his mom, the 
former Florida State star says it was 
the way she always protected him and 
his sisters that sticks with him the 
most. 

“When it comes to my kids,” he 
says, I always protect them at all 
costs. When I say that, I don’t mean 
walking around carrying a gun or any- 
thing. I mean protecting them with 
education and support. I want to make 
sure that I raise them up the right way 
and prepare them for life, just like my 
mom did.” 

Angela traces her own protective 
nature to the days when she would get 
bullied at school and come home to tell 
her mother. 

“She would always promise that she 
would go out to the school tomorrow 
and handle it, but tomorrow never 
came, she remembers. “I felt like I was 
just out in the world on my own, like I 
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didn’t have a protector. So as my kids 
grew up, | just didn’t play with any- 
body messing with my children. I don’t 
care if it was the teacher, the principal, 
or a 4-year-old in the schoolyard.” 

To this day, Angela says she still 
starts phone calls to her son by asking 
him if anyone was mean to him. 

“He always tells me he’s a grown 
man now,’ she laughs, “but I’ve been 
asking that question ever since I can 
remember.” 

Another trait Dekota shares with 
his mom is a healthy ambivalence 
about what other people think. Angela

In football, to hear Angela Watson speak about her son, San Francisco 
49er Dekota Watson, is to hear maternal pride in its purest form. Watson 
never let anyone give her son a hard time, and the result is that he’s now 
making trouble for opponents as a veteran linebacker in the NFL. Cecilia 
Ward and her husband moved from Barbados to Canada, and when her 
son Joel inevitably got bitten by the hockey bug, she did everything in her 
power to help him thrive — even though she'd never seen an ice rink until 
comparatively late in life.

may ultimately have made the largest 
impact. 

“My mom was one of the first in 
her family to be able to go to college,” 
Dekota says. “When she was getting 
close to her graduating, I know she was 
worried about paying the bills and how 
expensive college would be for us. So 
the day she graduated, I made a prom- 
ise that I would get a scholarship and 
go somewhere where | could be some- 
body in life. I held my promise and got 
a scholarship to Florida State, and now 
I play in the NFL. I owe a big tribute to 
her for the sacrifices and all the strug- 
gles that she went through.” 

Angela says her son “doesn’t owe 
us anything” — that she and her hus- 
band were simply doing their jobs. For 
Christmas three years ago, Dekota de- 
cided to give them something, anyway:

recalls one day in particular when she 
was without transportation and told 
Dekota it was OK if he stayed home. 

“T told him he didn’t have to go to 
practice,” she says, “but he said he had 
to go. It was coming up a storm, but he 
went and got his sister’s pink bicycle 
and rode it to practice in the rain. He 
didn’t care if people picked at him. 

He was just so determined. If you just 
mention ‘pink bike’ today, the whole 
town knows the story.” 

Despite everything Angela has done 
to help her son realize his dream, it’s 
something she did for herself that 


a two-story house with the basement 
and big screened-in porches his mom 
had always wanted. 

“He doesn’t even let us pay tax and 
insurance,’ Angela says. “He’s seen 
us through. He saw that we almost 
lost our house three times trying to 
send him to combines and different 
things. He saw when we didn’t make a 
house payment because we wanted to 
make sure he had what he needed. We 
never thought in a million years that 
he knew about the foreclosures and 
how we struggled, but he did. He just 
doesn’t want us to struggle anymore.”

In basketball, every possession 
matters. Turnovers area momentum 
killer, and the better a team moves the 
ball, the more success they have. No 
team embodies this facet of the game 
quite like the Golden State Warriors. Be- 
ing selfish or playing “hero ball” is simply 
not in their playbook. 

This belief extends beyond the 
court as well, as exemplified in the sto- 
ries of two moms whose sons now rank 
among the NBA’s best. 

When Charles Barkley said he want- 
ed to “punch Draymond Green in the 
face” on national TV last month, he 
wasn't only insulting the Warriors star 
power forward and reigning Defensive 
Player of the Year. He was also inviting 
the wrath of Draymond’s mom: Mary 
Babers-Green. 

Shortly after Barkley shared his 
baffling remarks, Babers-Green took to 
her favorite platform, Twitter, to offer 
the TNT analyst her two cents and re- 
mind him that in the past, his fighting 
chops left much to be desired. 

“Charles Barkley, I wish you would,” 
she wrote. “You think Shaq had you 
RUNNING!” 

Babers-Green may not have a place 
on the Golden State roster, but since 
her son was drafted by the team with 
the 35th overall pick in the 2012 NBA 
Draft, she’s been an honorary — and 
vocal — member of the squad. Be- 
fore her son signed an $82 million 
extension with Golden State in 2015, 
she was working as a security guard 
for Thompson Middle School in her 
hometown of Saginaw, Mich., but 
Babers-Green still found time to take 
the mantle as the internet’s best NBA 
trash-talker. 

Now, she spends her time helping 
Saginaw’s underserved and at-risk 
youth populations. Luckily, her 
schedule still allows for the relentless 
onslaught of scalpel-sharp barbs she 
rains down on Twitter every time the 
Warriors tip off. 

While her digital dissections once 
infamously led Draymond to “take 
away her Twitter” — she thankfully 
ignored his efforts — the team and the 
NBA as a whole are far more fun when 
Babers-Green is in the mix. 

During a 2015 playoff series against 
the New Orleans Pelicans, she voiced 
her displeasure with fans who left early 
when the Warriors were down big. “It’s 
a 7 game SERIES LAST I CHECKED!”

she tweeted. “Fair weather FANS make 


me SICK!” 

Babers-Green has also been known 
to let the NBA know when she feels the 
referees are not doing their job. During 
Game 4 of the 2017 NBA Finals, she 
earned a few headlines after posting 
“These OFFICIALS HAVE BEEN OFFI- 
CIALLY PAID!” followed by a number 
of money bag and poop emojis. She’s 
even called out her son’s team when 
she thinks they’re not giving it their 
all. Following an early season loss to 
the Detroit Pistons last October, she 
posted, “The Warriors have to play for 
the members that don’t have a RING! 
That should be [their] MOTIVATION! 
PUT ON FOR YOUR TEAM! #boring.” 

It stands to reason, then, that Dray- 
mond inherited his mother’s knack for 
getting in people’s heads. 

As a player, he’s emotional. Some, 
like Cleveland Cavaliers forward J.R. 
Smith, have even called him dirty, but 
the truth is he knows what to say to 
get his opponents off their game. It’s a 
skill that requires an underappreciated 
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level of precision — knowing just how 
to get under a player or the internet’s 
skin without going too far — and one 
that both Babers-Green and her son 
have refined with cunning accuracy. 

The Warriors are an NBA power- 
house, and in their quest to break just 
about every sacred record in the league 
with ease, they added not only an en- 
viable surplus of on-court talent, but 
also invited another beloved basketball 
matriarch to sit beside Babers-Green. 
When Golden State set the league 
aflame by nabbing free agent superstar 
Kevin Durant in 2016, they also got 
one of the sport’s best moms in Wanda 
Durant. 

Known both as “Mama Durant” and 
“the Real MVP,” Wanda Durant first 
gained the nation’s attention when 
her son gave an emotional acceptance 
speech while receiving the award for 
NBA 2014 MVP. 

“We weren't supposed to be here,” 
he said through tears. “You made us 
believe. You kept us off the street.” 

Wanda Durant’s efforts didn’t stop

there. When ESPN’s Stephen A. Smith 
called out Kevin for his free-agency 
departure from the Oklahoma City 
Thunder two years later, his mother 
appeared on the channel’s First Take 
program to defend his decision. Her in- 
spirational story of raising two sons by 
herself in the often-rough confines of 
Prince George’s County, Md., actually 
became the basis for a 2016 Lifetime 
movie. Fittingly, it was titled The Real 
MVP. 

As the Warriors continue their his- 
toric run as one of the sport’s most ac- 
complished teams, they’ve learned you 
can never rely on one formula. Rather 
sometimes they must be the unapolo- 
getic aggressor, as reflected by Babers- 
Green and her tiger-mom tenacity. 
Other times, it’s best to focus on the 
positive, as Wanda Durant has done 
for years as her son’s biggest defender. 
Together, they represent everything 
that fans have come to love about the 
NBA and the upstart team that has 
taken the league by storm. 

For one, both are funny and sin- 
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cere voices of reason in a sport that 
sometimes loses track of what matters 
(like the time people started analyz- 
ing the flight plans of private planes 

in Cleveland to get a lead on where 
Lebron James might sign). Both have 
also worked tirelessly to provide for 
their families — both the ones they are 
connected to by blood and the larger 
communities around them. 

Babers-Green and Wanda Durant 
have each made it clear that they are 
not only the moms of men who play 
basketball. With the financial secu- 
rity that comes with an NBA career, 
Draymond Green and Kevin Durant 
have assuredly made it possible for 
their moms to take it easy if they so 
desired — but neither seem content 
with the prospect of putting their feet 
up just yet. 

They may never be as tall as their 
slam-dunking sons, but they’ve made 
their message clear: Nobody stands 
above them.

For Joel Ward, home has always 


been wherever the ice takes him. 
Throughout his NHL career, he’s 
played in Nashville, Minnesota, and 
Washington, D.C., and before that, he 
was a Rookie of the Year and three- 
time MVP for the University of Prince 
Edward Island Panthers. Since 2015, 


he’s served as a veteran right-winger 
for the San Jose Sharks, but his am- 
bition to skate started much closer to 
home. 

His mother, Cecilia, never saw 
much ice growing up in Barbados, but 
when the family moved to Canada, all 
three of her sons were quickly bitten 
by the hockey bug. Back when Joel was 
5 years old — still too young to play on 
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a junior team — his mother found a 
way to get him some early practice. 

“T remember making a homemade 
ice rink in the backyard,” Cecilia Ward 
recalls. “There was a kit, and I bought it 
and filled it with water.” 

She describes seeing all the neigh- 
borhood kids in the suburbs of Toron- 
to, where they played hockey every 
chance they got. When Joel’s older

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brothers decided to start skating, her 
youngest son was not about to be left 
behind — and Cecilia took the mo- 
ment to learn the finer points of the 
game too. 

However, there was one moment 
when she thought Joel might actually 
make his career with a different ath- 
letic pursuit. 

“He played soccer and baseball and 
hockey,” she says. “He was involved in 
any sport he could find — you name 
it. At one point, I thought he was 
going to get a scholarship for playing 
soccer. He was very good. He even 
used to play as the goalie, too!” 

Working as a nurse and raising 
three sons with her husband, Randal 
— also a native of Barbados — Cecilia 
went to great lengths to ensure Joel 
got every opportunity he wanted as 
an athlete. She says that occasionally, 
he’d miss a prac- 
tice for one sport 
because he was 
already at prac- 
tice for another. 

Of course 
when the occa- 
sion arose, Joel 
was more than 
ready to do his 
part. When it 
comes to Moth- 
er’s Day, Cecilia 
says all she ever 
needed from Joel 
is “a good hug 
and kiss.” Her 
son was happy to 
oblige, although 
he confesses that 
sometimes he 
did opt for giving his mother more 
inventive gifts over the years. 

“One time, my brother and I sang 
a Simply Red song for her,” he laughs. 
“It was ‘If You Don’t Know Me By 
Now’ and we put that on a cassette 
tape.” 

While the modern-day fate of this 
treasure is sadly unknown, Ward’s 
dedication to ensure her son had 
every opportunity to succeed as an 
athlete continues to this day. Joel 
reports that he still receives plenty of 
tips from her following games, even 
after 13 years in the league. 

“After a game, she'll throw a cou- 
ple of jabs in there,” he says. “She 
does it in a positive way. It’s construc- 
tive criticism, but she’ll tell me that 
I’ve got to get the front of the net and

stuff like that.” 

While Cecilia grew up with cricket 
and soccer as the sports of the day, 
she was quick to embrace hockey as a 
Canadian transplant. Asked to share 
some of what she’s imparted to her 
son over the years, she mentions a 
few life lessons — being cooperative, 
showing respect — but quickly segues 
into how she’s helped her son with his 
performance in the rink. 

“T always used to tell him to play 
as a team player, to pass the puck,” 
she says. “I actually think he did too 
much of that when he was growing 
up. He was always passing instead of 
shooting!” 

“Sports was a big part of our rela- 
tionship,” Joel confirms. 

For every afternoon the two have 
spent discussing the intricacies of 
properly flanking the center and the 
best method 
for disrupting 
opponents, for 
each phone call 
they’ve shared 
to analyze a 
game after the 
final horn has 
sounded, it’s in 
addition to the 
countless hours 
Cecilia worked 
for years to 
ensure her son 
could live his 
dreams. 

“My mother is 
tough,” Joel says, 
“but she is the 
hardest working 
person I know. 
She would sacrifice. She would work 
three jobs. Sometimes you wouldn't 
see her for a whole day or two because 
she was working, but still, somehow, 
you'd turn around and there would 
be food on the stove and new clothes 
in the closet.

CAAM in Focus 


CROUCHING TIGER, BITTER MELON 





With 119 films from 30 countries, CAAMFest36 is kicking off its festival of Asian-American culture, and our full preview will help you CAAM a lot.

The festival previously known 
as San Francisco International Asian 
American Film Festival now goes by 
the snappier name CAAMFest, and its 
36th annual celebration of Asian and 
Asian-American film, food, and music 
is already underway. From Thursday’s 
Opening Night at the Castro, to the 
latest film from the Colma: The Musical 
crew, to live music with Lyrics Born 
and more, SF Weekly reached out to the 
festival's top film directors to figure 
out picks as our CAAM runneth over. 

CAAMFest is an annual showcase 
for the Center for Asian American Me- 
dia (CAAM), but which now includes a 
variety of food and music events and 
celebrity appearances in addition to its 
nearly 120 films. But the big change 
this year is that CAAMFest has moved 
from March to May, to better honor 
the Asian-American and Pacific Island- 
er artists the festival salutes. 

“We've moved our festival to May, 
to be part of [Asian Pacific American] 
Heritage Month,” festival director Ma- 
sashi Niwano tells SF Weekly. “Wheth- 
er its film, music, or food, or goal is 
to share culture and to share stories 
through all the different senses. 

“We're also taking over some 
restaurants like China Live and Black 
Cat, and we’re creating pop-up cinemas 
inside these local restaurants,’ Niwano 
adds. 

The can't-miss CAAM spotlight 
event at China Live is a dinner conver- 
sation 71-year-old martial arts legend 
Pei-Pei Cheng, the first woman to be- 
come an international action film star 
and who you may know as the sword- 
master-villain Jade Fox in Crouching 
Tiger, Hidden Dragon. 

“She’s been called ‘the Queen of 
Swords, and one of the first women 
martial artists seen on the big screen,” 
Niwano says. “Some of her early work, 
Come Drink with Me and others, really 
are the films that paved the way for 
Crouching Tiger. That was one of the 
reasons Ang Lee casted her, because 
she had that legacy.” 

Cheng’s latest film is Meditation 
Park — a family drama with no swords, 
action, or killing — and it screens 
at CAAMFest along with her biggest 
martial-arts blockbusters, Come Drink 
with Me (1966) and its sequel Golden 
Swallow (1968). 

But contemporary San Francisco 
film fans might also have a sweet 
spot for the world premiere of Bitter 
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Melon, a locally filmed feature by Col- 
ma: The Musical writer and S.F. native 
H.P. Mendoza. Bitter Melon is a black 
comedy about a Filipino family who 
conspire to murder a sibling they all 
hate, and it’s also a story of the how 
the city we love is being killed off in 
its Own way. 

“Bitter Melon will get San Francis- 
co natives excited because it features 
the Excelsior District, and its famous 
La Grande Tank, in a way that keeps 
the story authentic by telling it 
through the lens of a Filipino-Ameri- 
can family,” Mendoza tells SF Weekly. 
“It also has moments that speak to 
the racial dynamics in the Castro, the 
history of gentrification in the Mis- 
sion and the rapidly growing number 
of skyscrapers downtown.” 

The are some uplifting local sto- 
ries too, particularly in the lineup 
of Asian-American pop stars who’ve 
made it big. A marathon food and 
live music event that CAAMFest calls 
its “most ambitious event to date” is 
the Heritage SF: Music & Food Festi-

val at Dogpatch venue The Midway, 
combining a food-truck rally with a 
free show by Malaysian singer-song- 
writer YUNA and Bay Area rap super- 
star P-LO. 

On the other side of the Bay, the 
live music showcase Directions in 
Sound at Oakland’s Starline Social 
Club puts local legend MC Lyrics 
Born up front, along with spoken 
word artist G Yamazawa and San Lo- 
renzo Pinay rapper Ruby Ibarra. 

Ibarra is the subject of the CAAM- 
Fest documentary Nothing On Us: 
Pinays Rising Behind the Scenes, which 
chronicles a flurry of logistical night- 
mares behind the locally shot video for 
her track “Us.” 

“We didn’t actually have a venue to 
shoot the music video until a few days 
before the shoot,” Nothing On Us direc- 
tor Evelyn Obamos tells SF Weekly. 

But the team nailed down Balboa 
High School as their set location for a 
video that incorporates modern-day 
lowriders with traditional Pinoy dance 
costumes for an unconventional mix. 





“Several women brought their chil- 
dren, and we even had a lola [grand- 
ma] front and center,’ Obamos says. 
“It’s not perfect. Things don’t go as 
planned, but we can look back at what 
we all accomplished together, move 
forward, and continue the conversa- 
tion.” 

More than 60 female artists and 
filmmakers get center-stage appearances 
at CAAMFest36, and one standout is 
Adele Pham’s nail salon documentary 
Nailed It. Pham traces the unlikely saga 
of 20 Vietnamese refugees who cat- 
apulted nail salons into an American 
strip-mall phenomenon and a $7 billion 
industry. 

“Most viewers don’t know that 
almost every Asian nail salon outside 
of New York is owned and operated by 
a Vietnamese,” Pham tells SF Weekly. 
“Before 1975, when the first wave of 
Vietnamese refugees landed in the U.S. 
after the fall of Saigon, the Vietnamese 
nail salon did not exist.” 

Nailed It highlights an infamous 
standup comedy routine by ex-Raid- 
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erette Anjelah Johnson, one of the 
first-ever viral videos whose punchline is 
a less-than-sensitive impersonation of a 
Vietnamese nail tech. Johnson appears 
in the film, giving her own account of the 
breakout act and how it may or may not 
have aged well. 

A number of food films are featured 
at CAAMFest, notably the premiere of 
First Kitchen that will transform Little 
Saigon jazz club the Black Cat into a the- 
ater-restaurant. Other morsels include 
the tofu-centric Japanese thriller Jimami 
Tofu, a 15th-anniversary screening of 
the Daly City-based low-budget classic 
Lumpia, and a captivating chronicle of 
the “underdog of Asian food” Filipino 
cuisine in the new documentary Ulam: 
Main Dish. 

“Filipino food is having its moment in 
the spotlight,” Ulam director and produc- 
er Alexandra Cuerdo tells SF Weekly. “It’s 
long overdue.” 

Cuerdo follows six Filipino foodies 
on their trek from minimum-wage dish- 
washers to chefs who champion Filipino 
cuisine, all the while being told that Fili- 
pino food will never, ever catch on. 

Locals will also love Drawn Together, 

a documentary about Asians and people 
of color in the comic book industry that 
features K Chronicles and (th)Ink cartoon- 
ist Keith Knight. 

“Keith has a way of looking at things 
and then putting them in a form which 
makes you think, smile, and act at the 
same time,” says Drawn Together director 
Harleen Singh. “A lot of his cartoons 
provoke constructive civil dialogue but at 
the same time bring a smile to your face.” 

You'll probably smile at Sikhtoons 
founder Vishavjit Singh, who tromps 
around Times Square as a Punjabi ver- 
sion of Captain America in the film. 

“We're talking about the very serious 
subjects of racism and stereotyping,” 
Singh tells us. “I wanted to use a univer- 
sal language, and the universal languages 
are sports, music, and cartoons.” 

The universal languages of food, 
music, and film come together to make 
CAAMFest36 a spectacular spree of 
Asian American culture. San Francisco 
has always served as a gateway to better 
understanding the Asia-Pacific. But for 
the next 15 days, S.E and Oakland will 
play an outsize role in that CAAMpaign.

Hero Stay Or Should He Go?

“Who will I belong to?” is one of 


the central questions Suzan-Lori Parks 
asks in Father Comes Home from the Wars 
(Parts 1, 2, and 3). In A.C.T.s current re- 
vival of her 2014 play, James Udom stars 
as Hero, a slave who weighs the conse- 
quences of fighting for the Confederate 
South in the American Civil War. His 
master The Colonel (Dan Hiatt) has ex- 
tended a devil’s bargain to him. If Hero 
follows him into battle, he'll be given his 
freedom. But The Colonel made that 
promise once before and reneged on it. 
Should Hero trust him this time? And, 
should he decide to go, does it make 
sense for him to be fighting for the insti- 
tution of slavery? 

Parks has designed Part 1, subtitled 
A Measure of a Man, as an interrogation 
of Hero’s soul. By introducing us to 
the other characters also enslaved on 
The Colonel’s land, we see him, at first, 
through their eyes. Leader (Chivas Mi- 
chael) and Second (Rotimi Agbabiaka) 
know about The Colonel's offer and 
debate the merits of going to war until 
they, along with Third (Britney Frazier) 
and Homer (Julian Elijah Martinez) 
end up making bets about what Hero 
will decide. They express the quanda- 
ries of his divided consciousness — 
should he stay or should he go? 

The playwright’s insightful as- 
sessment of the past, and how it’s 
informed the present, allows the 
audience to see the world through the 
eyes of those whose bodies, minds and 
souls are enslaved. The characters wish 
for freedom but also have a hard time 
imagining the details of what freedom 
might look like. Hero doesn’t appear 
on stage until halfway through the 
first act. He’s a Godot-like figure who 
everyone is talking about and waiting 
for. When he actually shows up, the 
Greek chorus of supporting actors 
have defined him as the leader of this 
extended family and the apprehensive 
hero of the play. 

Parks goes on to capitalize on his 
indecisiveness. It’s this flaw that hu- 
manizes him and also leads him to 
betray his companions, and more than 
once. It’s the first betrayal though 
that sends Hero headlong into Part 2, 
The Battle in the Wilderness, a decision 


The Oldest Old Man (Steven Anthony Jones, left,), Second (Rotimi 
Agbabiaka), Third (Safiya Fredericks), Homer (Julian Elijah 
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that’s made by default rather than 
through his own agency. When the sec- 
ond act begins, we meet The Colonel 
for the first time. He’s nursing a bottle 
of whiskey, already drunk, and sere- 
nading a man in a cage with his banjo. 
Hero is again off stage. The captive 
man is a Union soldier named Smith 
(Tom Pecinka). He has a serious leg 
wound and initially refuses to accom- 
pany The Colonel in song — until The 
Colonel points a gun to his head. 

On the page, Parks doesn’t write 
The Colonel as a caricature nor does 
she make him sympathetic. We can all 
agree that the world doesn’t need to 
see another sympathetic slave own- 
er, a trope that Gone with the Wind 
exhausted in 1939. But the character 
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only contains the worst aspects of a 
Red State Southerner — he’s a violent 
racist and a liar whose only motivation 
is to maintain his right to own human 
beings. Hiatt’s performance doesn’t 
convey much beyond that of a cartoon 
villain but he may have been directed 
to play the part without much nuance 
or an internal life. He’s evil because he 
was born that way and there’s no room 
for argument about it. But he does 
engage in one of the play’s most com- 
pelling exchanges with Smith. 

The Colonel says, “I’m not asking 
you to imagine owning a whole field- 
full but just one have you ever had 
the desire to own. Own. Own one just 
one of them?” Smith replies, “No.” 

The Colonel asks again in disbelief, 





“Not a one?” Smith again replies, “No.” 
Parks here gives voice to something 
that’s rarely acknowledged. Men like 
this take pleasure in their imagined 
sense of superiority, and the inequality 
they’ve been empowered to enforce. 
The Colonel completes this thought 
by declaiming, “I am grateful every 
day that God made me white ... For no 
matter how low I fall, and no matter 
how thoroughly I fail, I will always be 
white.” 

The force of The Colonel’s beliefs, 
however immoral and wrong, can 
account for Hero’s initial reluctance 
to be free (that and a fellow slave's 
sawed-off foot after a failed escape 
attempt). Hero is more familiar with 
being a slave than not being one. But 
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Should an Imperfect 
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his encounter with Smith turns out to 
be pivotal. It’s Hero who asks Smith, 
“Who will I belong to?” and Smith who 
answers, © You'll belong to yourself.” 
That answer troubles Hero but it helps 
to wake him up in Part 3, The Union of 
My Confederate Parts. Parks emboldens 
him to make decisions — even if he 
hurts the people he left at home by 
making them. He is an imperfect hero 
but one who can eventually claim, 
“These are my hands now.”

Beyond 
Chocolate Chips

Once upon a time, I was a straight 
boy. Or, at least, I thought I was and 
everyone else did, too. And at a certain 
point, what’s the diff? 

Accordingly, I had mostly just 
straight-boy sex, known to most cis, 
hetero, and vanilla people simply as 
“sex.” And you know what? It was not 
a bad time — sort of like how it can be 
satisfying to pour semisweet chocolate 
chips directly from the bag into your 
hand and eat them in the bathroom. 
But 16 years, a political awakening, 
and a gender transition later, I’m here 
to tell you: Raw chips are great, but it’s 
cookies and baking that are the real 
next-level shit. 

Even at 19, for 
both self-serving 
and benevolent rea- 
sons, I wanted to be 
good at sex — which 
I mostly interpreted 
to mean “not coming 
too quickly” and 
“giving decent head.” 
I also strove to be 
woke and sensitive 
and not buy into 
macho shit about treating sex like a 
competition. 

I walked that tightrope for a num- 
ber of years, until I encountered my 
first major obstacle: diminishing boner 
returns from age 25 on. With the lov- 
ing support of my partner, I was able 
to fight through the shame of “failing 
to perform,” which I had still managed 
to internalize in spite of my professed 
wokeness. 

Then I got to work diversifying my 
assets, so to speak. I got better at giv- 
ing head and remembered how to use 
my hands. (Fortunately, I had always 
enjoyed both getting and giving hand- 
jobs, so this one came back like riding a 
bike.) I also came out as queer in 2012 
at the same time as I broke up with lib- 
eralism, and so I spent the twilight of 
my 20s being simultaneously initiated 
to such illicit thrills as running from 
the cops and eating ass. After a period 
of years, I was gratified to notice that I 
truly valued PIV intercourse — that’s 
“penis in vagina” — no more or less 
than any of the other dishes in the 
buffet. 

But although the field had gotten 
bigger, I was still playing the same 
game with the same rules, trying to be 
good at sex. And what does that mean? 
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It means making your partners come 
a dozen times, and being a super-hot 
item who everyone wants to bag. It 
means constantly scrambling to in- 
crease — or stave off the depreciation 
of — the value of that commodity that 
is one’s sexuality, and to command 
more power in one’s intimate rela- 
tionships and in wider social circles. 
It means — not always, but often — 
shoring up repressive gender norms 
for you and your partner. 

No shade on anyone who wants 
to play their position, whether in 
some form of sex work or within the 
bounds of a more socially sanctioned 
but still clearly transactional rela- 
tionship. But I don’t want to conflate 
work with the type of sex I want to 
have — that I think I’ve always want- 
ed to have, even if I didn’t know how 
to describe it. I’m not so naive to 
think we could ever complete the task, 
but what would be left if we could filter 
out heteropatriarchal and capitalist 
notions of value from our sex? 

I imagine an immense range of 
erotic experience, the meaning — not 
value — of which is determined solely 
by the parties in- 
volved. That sounds 
pretty heady, but I 
know it when I see 
it, especially if I’m 
having some frankly 
pretty weird sex 
that doesn’t match 
anything I was 
ever taught or saw 
in a movie. When 
my lover and I are 
rubbing the most unlikely parts of our 
bodies together just to see what we can 
come up with, that’s an expression of 
our mutual appreciation for creativ- 
ity, vulnerability, and even outright 
silliness, and all for their own sakes, 
with the prospect of an orgasm just a 
happy by-product. 

The question is, how we figure out 
what kind of sex we want to have and 
when and how? How do we soothe 
sick bodies, heal from trauma, move 
through dysphoria? When do we 
slow down, take a break, or come to a 
full stop? This is not merely protocol 
to make sure the sex goes OK. This is 
the sex, a sex that is self-determined 
and aimed toward liberation. 

Since I came out as a transwoman 
last year and began HRT, it’s become 
clear that whatever direction my sexu- 
ality takes, I have my work cut out for 
me. I can try to keep fucking like I did 
when I| was a 20-year-old straight boy, 
or I can invest in new ways of relating 
to my body and to the erotic in myself. 
I want to do more than just eat choco- 
late chips, or even bake. I want to build 
a new sexuality in the shell of the old.

Ye gods, where to start with 
Vaughn Stein’s Terminal? Among 
other things, it’s Margot Robbie’s 
follow-up as a producer to I, Tonya 
— though it doesn’t share that film’s 
politics or social commentary — and 
Terminal’s tagline of “Revenge Never 
Looked So Good” is so tacky it might 
as well be “You Can Start Jerking It 
to Her Again Without Feeling Guilty.” 
Taking place in an unnamed city so 
aggressively art-directed it proves you 
can have too much neon, Terminal’s 
interweaving stories and timelines 
mostly center on a waitress named 
named Annie (Robbie) who seems to 
be living a double, if not triple, life. 
Unfortunately, the most interesting 
subplot in this wildly overplotted 
film — a two-hander with Annie and 
an English professor (Simon Pegg) 
dying of cancer — resolves itself by 
the end of the second act. Terminal 
also harkens back to that most bleak 
period in indie film history, the wave 
of Tarantino-wannabe films in the 
late ’90s. Seriously though, a hitman 
named Vince wears the iconic Pulp Fic- 
tion suit and there’s a shot of him and 
his partner from inside a trunk and 
Robbie wears a Mia Wallace wig in one 
scene and there’s a burst of third-act 
torture porn and is it 2018 yet? Termi- 
nal is a hot mess, heavy on the “mess.”

CAAMEest 2018, Week One 


Opens Thursday at the Castro 
Theatre, New People Cinema, the 
Asian Art Museum, the AMC Dine-In 
Kabuki, the Roxie, and the Walt 
Disney Family Museum. 
The Center for Asian American 
Media’s annual all-things-media ex- 
travaganza CAAMFest is turning 36 
this year, but it doesn’t look a day 
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over 33 and we're not just saying that. 
To demonstrate its youthful vitality 
and stamina the fest has added an 
additional four days, now presenting 
a 15-day celebration of film, food, 
music, and digital media from the 
world’s most innovative Asian and 
Asian-American artists. (We’re sad 

to report that after participating in 
2014, 2015, and 2017, Chinatown’s 
eternally star-crossed Great Star The- 
ater is not among 2018's CAAMFest 
venues, but be sure to wish upon the 
nearest celestial body that SF Weekly’s 
favorite theater returns in 2019!) 
Things get nice and dark right off the 
bat on the first Friday with a special 
showing of the always-traumatizing 
Bambi at the Walt Disney museum. 
It’s part of a tribute to the work of 
Chinese-American artist Tyrus Wong, 
whose lush watercolor landscapes 
inspired by artwork from the Song 
Dynasty were in turn a direct influ- 
ence on Walt’s woodland nightmare. 
And that evening, don’t miss the 
late-night “Altered States” program of 
shorts ranging from “sci-fi to horror 
to what lurks in-between.” Falling 
into the latter category is Yung-Jae 
Chen’s mesmerizing, largely wordless 
Runner, which follows a woman who 
reckons with her past while training 
for a life-or-death run. SC 


Racer and the Jailbird 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinemas. 
The smoldering phase of Mat- 
thias Schoenaerts’ acting career 
has reached its apex in Michaél R. 
Roskam’s Racer and the Jailbird. 
The Belgian actor has yet to break 
through as a star in America, despite 
having smoldered with an astonish- 
ing range of A-list actresses, includ- 
ing Jennifer Lawrence (Red Sparrow), 
Dakota Johnson and Tilda Swinton 
(A Bigger Splash), and Marion Co- 


tillard (Rust and Bone). His partner 
this time is Adéle Exarchopoulos, 
who made an arthouse splash in the 
lesbian love story Blue Is the Warmest 
Color. Here, the Belgian actor plays 
an orphaned bank robber named 
Gigi. Exarchopoulos is Bibi, a race car 
driver from a wealthy family. After 
one of her grand prix events, the two 
lock eyes across a crowded buffet 
table — and boom! They’re off to 
their own R-rated races. Do they ever 
convince us that they have anything 
in common besides their nicknames 
and a hot-bodied chemistry? Not re- 
ally. But Roskam is intent on making 
a larger point about loyalty, hence 
the original French title Le Fidéle. 
When Gigi gets caught after a heist 
gone wrong, as all movie gangsters 
inevitably do, the director asks, “Will 
Gigi and Bibi stay faithful to each 
other despite their differences?” 
Racer and the Jailbird straddles many 
film genres — suspense, the sporting 
life, crime, and romance. It’s stylish 
and occasionally risqué, but unlike 
its hero and heroine, it refuses to 
commit to any one of them.

Measure of a Man 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinemas. 
Accurate period details weren’t a 
high priority in Jim Loach’s coming- 
of-age story Measure of a Man. Set 
in July 1976 at one family’s lakeside 
summer home, the soundtrack opens 
with The Edgar Winter Group’s 1973 
classic “Free Ride.” But 1976 was ac- 
tually the summer of ABBA’s “Dancing 
Queen” and Queen’s “You're My Best 
Friend.” Likewise, the men’s hairdos 
are cut too short, as are their shirt 
collars. The only era-specific refer- 
ences that resonate are a clip from 
“Soul Train” and Donald Sutherland’s 
grizzled presence. That first shot of 
Bobby Marks (Blake Cooper) driving 
out of town with his parents and 
sister establishes an unsatisfying 
pattern. Instead of shooting a close- 
up inside the car — to examine the 
dynamics of their bickering — the 
camera pulls back and politely retreats 
from them. Each time the movie 
draws our sympathy toward Bobby’s 
plight as a chubby, self-conscious 
adolescent, Loach either turns the 
volume up or cuts to the next scene. 
Based on Robert Lipsyte’s novel One 
Fat Summer, the film also excises the 
author’s honest approach to teenage 
sexuality: “Sometimes, if I was alone 
in the house, or in a locked bathroom, 
I would stroke myself until the warm 
feelings became a throbbing drumbeat 
that exploded.” Jesse Eisenberg prac- 
tically threw off volts of electricity ev- 
ery time Kristen Stewart walked by in 
the similarly-themed Adventureland. 
Cooper, in comparison, isn’t allowed 
to muster a single spark. JE

or Boundaries: Films of Sky Hopinka: ndig- 
enous American filmmaker Sky Hopinka’s 
(Ho-Chunk/Pechanga) video work centers 
around personal positions of homeland 
and landscape, the precarity of indigenous 
languages and the concomitant reality of 
language as a container of culture. While 
depicting lives and locations from the 
Bering Sea to Standing Rock, Hopinka’s 
vision of the North American landscape and 
its people is borderless and tentative, and 
inclusive of individual account and collective 
memory as grounding forces central to 
cultural survival and resistance. Avoiding 
a documentary approach to filmmaking 
in favor of a more nuanced and obliquely 
angled approach to cinematic ethnopoetics, 
Hopinka’s lushly visual films often allude to 
persons and places not present and hint at 
stories and histories untold and perhaps 
not completely knowable as disparate 
voices—familial, poetic, ancestral and con- 
temporary—speak across time and distance. 

Without Paths 
or Boundaries: Films of Sky Hopinka: Sky 
Hopinka’s film work scrutinizes the layered 
structure of identity in relation to home- 
land, landscape and language.

Watching them 
is like experiencing memories inside of a 
dream, their fragments recomposed without 
any particular order by the unconscious. 
This does not make the result less truthful;

The Castro 
415-252-1515

Menu subdivisions have a way of 
tripping all over themselves. They have 
to telegraph some semblance of order 
while retaining a little more mystery 
than the neighborhood pizzeria’s take- 
out pamphlets your mom stuffed in the 
junk drawer. Like a medieval taxonomy 
that grouped birds and butterflies to- 
gether because they both fly, some kitch- 
ens glom things together according toa 
crude logic, while others just seem to 
want to keep the physical menu easy to 
read. (This can be witty, like True Laurel’s 
“Small Things” and “Things That Are Also 
Small” sections.) 

Executive chef Alex Hong of Sorrel 
didn’t bother with any of that. His 
menu reads mostly in ascending order 
of price, which partially conceals the 
fact that a lot of the items on it are 
pastas. Before taking over the former 
Nico space on Sacramento Street, Sorrel 
operated as a pop-up around town for 
four years, plenty of time for a concept 
to find its voice and work on acquiring 
perfect pitch. Maybe it’s an implicit ac- 
knowledgment of carb-ophobia or may- 
be it’s a reluctance to be pigeonholed 
as “merely” an Italian restaurant, but 
Sorrel is heavy on the pastas for a good 
reason. They tend toward the excellent 
and anchor this dining room to its New 
American side. 

It would not have been entirely out 
of step for Sorrel to marshal its fan 
base and move toward the $200-or- 
more tasting-menu route, now that it 
has a permanent home. But Hong and 
director of operations Colby Heiman 
have moved away from that model into 
a la carte territory (at least for the time 
being). 

Whatever you do, start with the loaf 
of sourdough focaccia ($8), which takes 
one of the best breads and one of the 
worst breads and combines them into 
something very special that is anything 
but the labradoodle of bread. The inside 
is dense with a moderate crumble and 
without focaccia’s occasionally excessive 
density, while the outer skin barely 
cracks at all. For maximum rusticity, 
get some with cultured butter — a leafy 
piece of sorrel, or Rumex acetosa, comes 
stuck to the pat — and a dish of garlicky, 
almost underripe bagna cauda ($3 each). 
You've just spent $14 on bread, but but- 
ter is the new bacon. 

Like an everything bagel that’s been 
crushed into a disc, the cracker that ac- 
companies the lamb tartare ($17) gives a 
structure to a dish that might otherwise 
just quiver on the fork. The nonspecific 
“nuts and seeds” that go with its cured 
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egg err on the side of mild but the over- 
all effect is stimulating — especially af- 
ter the bread. A borage fritto misto ($9) 
is an interesting concept, and the batter 
is so light that they almost look like they 
were glazed in an ice storm, but it’s a 
little too delicate, disintegrating in the 
green coriander sauce rather than pick- 
ing any of it up. Much better was the 
madai snapper crudo, bathed in nutmilk 
and fingerlime and arranged with the 
geometry of the Sydney Opera House. 

At the top end, a dry-aged duck for 
two ($78) would crown any meal, and 
Sorrel’s combination of star anise, fennel 
pollen, and pistachio makes for strong 
aromatics that don’t detract from the 
meat, although that is unquestionably 
a steep entree. Somewhat more modest 
is a $41 Wagyu Zabuton with smoked 
cabbage, parsnips, and pea shoots. 

But really, it’s most worth your time 
to go spelunking among the pastas — 
which is where Hong’s time at Quince 
becomes clear. The pork sugo orecchi- 
ette ($22) has the spike of Calabrian 
chili and the textural counterpoint 
of heirloom broccoli di Cicco to keep 
the pork’s strong flavor from being as 
overwhelming as an imperial roll. It’s 
a well-composed dish, in no small part 
because the pasta is so thick. Spring’s 
arrival is unmistakable on the English- 
pea-and-mint cappellacci ($18), like a 
tricorner ravioli, which has a dusting of 
little purple flowers and a sauce derived 
from the whey left over from the sheep's

milk ricotta tucked inside. 

A smoked duck tortellini in brodo 
($20) isn’t afraid to include far more 
crackling than fava beans, almost like a 
fanciful wonton soup in a saltier, snap- 
pier bone broth. The carnaroli risotto 
($34) was the weak link, as it needed 
either more cream or more time to 
incorporate the stock because the rice’s 
starches were pointedly present on 
the tongue, overtaking the Dungeness 
crab that was essentially the point of 
ordering it. And the farro verde ($26), 
a garlicky ring of grains intermingled 
with white asparagus and fava greens, 
would have benefited from removing 
the olives. Their flavor is too dark and 
intensely cured, a wintry note that was 
out-of-step with its otherwise seasonal 
center of gravity, and probably added 
to give the otherwise vegetarian dish 
as much heft as it could manage. But 
should they fall away, that means four 
thoroughly excellent and impressively 
varied pasta dishes. 

Sorrel lacks a full liquor license, but 
the titular cocktail ($12) is packed with 
enough rhubarb to get the sweet ver- 
mouth standing on end. Comparatively 
few wines are available by the glass, but 
while a $15 Domaine Milan Grenache 
blend had only a little body to it, it pos- 
sessed enough versatility to manage the 
wide range of pasta fillings and accom- 
paniments. The standout dessert might 
sound almost as contrived as sourdough 
focaccia, and it’s a $12 dish that com- 
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bines strawberries three ways: fresh, as 
a granita, and as a glaze, all topped with 
cracked black pepper and shaved white 
chocolate. It’s refreshing and original 
without trying to topple categories, 
something that can be said for the entire 
restaurant, really. 

Presidio Heights — which Sorrel is 
technically half a block or so outside — 
has a reputation for being quiet and a 
little staid. Granted, Spruce and its lab- 
yrinthine wine cellar are there, and so is 
the hypoallergenic cafe As Quoted, but 
the affluent residential neighborhood 
isn't the city’s most dynamic quadrant. 
But Sorrel hasn’t gotten starchy. Nico’s 
map of Paris’ arrondissements is gone, 
but the dining room is beautiful, its sky- 
lights opened up — and the chiaroscu- 
ro in the restroom is really something, 
too. But in another twist, the nicest 
seats may actually be up in front by 
the window. After eating at that black, 
white, and green marble bar, I want to 
eat at it again and again.

Chocolate

Although it’s near Fort Mason, 
arguably at the edge of the main tourist 
zone, and buffered from the tchotchke 
shops by local favorites like Gary Danko 
and the Buena Vista, Ghirardelli Square 
has not maxed out its full potential. 
Famed chef Jonathan Waxman gave it his 
all upon his return to S.F, but Waxman’s 
— which was two restaurants in one, re- 
ally — never took hold. 

Lagunitas threw a pop-up beer 
garden in summer 2016, but the brick- 
lined charm of the multi-tiered former 
chocolate factory otherwise lay fallow, 

a staging area for visitors queuing for 
mediocre fudge. 

San Francisco Brewing Co. aims to 
shake Ghirardelli Square up with a huge 
new taproom. The six-year-old craft 
brewery, which up till now had been 
what’s known in the industry as a “gyp- 
sy’ operation — a term that probably 
ought to be retired — has gone into a 
12,000-square-foot space in the Cocoa 
Building, restoring it to its former arti- 
sanal glory. Having poached head brew- 
master Justin Boehle from heavy-hitter 
Gordon Biersch, founder Josh Leavy, 
his wife Jennifer, and his brother Aaron 
— who've had brewers in the family for 





nearly a century — await pleasant sum- 
mer evenings with fire pits, zesty Tabas- 
co onion rings, and lots of pizzas. 

Is that enough? Will beer fans flock 
to the northernmost reaches of San 
Francisco for a pint, all of which is made 
on-site? Whetting your appetite for 
Alcatraz Amber and Kable Car Kolsch, 
the brewery has installed a self-serve tap 
wall that uses prepaid cards, enabling 
beer fans to pour their own samples in 
increments by the ounce. 

You're going to want some fish 
and chips with that. Better still, S.F 
Brewing Co. is open until 10 p.m. on 
school nights and 11 p.m. on Fridays 
and Saturdays, with brunch, lunch, and 
brewery tours kicking off once things 
get rolling. Smile! There’s beer.

Fewer and fewer bars offer bowls 
of complimentary crispy-savory snacks 
these days. The occasional gem — like 
the soon-to-be-demolished Lucky 13 on 
Market Street or Buddha Lounge in Chi- 
natown — offers free popcorn, but that’s 
about it. But one place in the city has bar 
snacks that, if the medium were an art 
form, could be considered a masterpiece. 

The Lone Palm is that special 
place. Located on the very edge of the 
Mission and Noe Valley, at 22nd and 
Guerrero streets, it’s well-known for its 
atmosphere and cocktails. After walk- 
ing under the neon pink sign, you'll 
enter a gorgeous little dark room full 
of tables with white linens topped with 
lit candles. Every time I come here, | 
feel like Rick Blaine in Casablanca. ’m 
overcome with an urge to start gam- 
bling illegally and light up a cigarette. 
Other than the sexy ambience and 
lovely drinks, The Lone Palm’s most 
un-applauded attribute is the free bar 
mix laid out in small bowls all down 
the bar. 

A well-rounded mixture, it con- 
sists of Flaming Hot Cheetos, salted 
almonds, Asian rice crackers, sesame 
sticks, honey barbecue Frito twists, 
little square pretzels, and mini bread- 
sticks. There is a little bit of heat, a 
little bit of sweet, and a ton of salt. 

It’s like the Chex Mix from heaven. It 
may not be the best snack for first-date 
breath, but it’s just about perfect for 
any other scenario. Whether you need 
a little appetizer before dinner or just 
a late afternoon snack with your after 
work beverage, it never, ever fails to 
satisfy. 

Drinks and vittles have always gone 
hand-in-hand, and The Lone Palm cel- 
ebrates that. Nothing goes better with 
a beer or a G&T like peanuts, pretzels, 
and popcorn, and although this mar- 
riage is as old as time, we are in a day 
and age when there is no such thing 
as a free lunch. Then again, who needs 
lunch when you can have a martini and 
a bowl of crackers fit for a king?

rant reviewer EAT-IT Pilaf was termi- 
| nally unimpressed with the Castro’s 
new drag restaurant, Hamburger 
Mary’s, which is in fact phoning it in 
super-hard over there. (Pilaf is also 
a quarrelsome termagant who takes 
off her press-ons so she can crack her 
knuckles in church, and we won't be 
inviting her back here anytime soon.) 

But one underlying point of her 
review was that the Castro is full of 
commercial vacancies, which are eat- 
ing into the neighborhood’s character 
as an LGBTQ redoubt — something 
gentrification and displacement have 
already done damage to. And this 
week, we're happy to report that the 
Castro has gotten a new bar with stu- 
pidly awesome and kitschy decor and 
sloppily fun drinks. Nothing is watery, 
nothing is self-serious, and nothing is 
deadening to the soul. 

It’s called Papi Rico, and it went in 
where Dante’s Table used to be because 
Dante’s peaked. The idea is that you’re 
on one of those vacations to Puerto 
Vallarta where you might accidentally 
not leave the resort, something that’s 
gross and dumb when Americans do it 
in real life, but the appeal of it here is 
very hard to resist, because Papi Rico 
looks like a cross between the stage 
set for whatever tour ABBA debuted 
“Fernando” on and Iris Apfel’s outdoor 
tablecloth. Its foyer is decorated with 
ropes decked out with booty shorts 
and undies from one of the Castro’s 
many perpetually-going-out-of-busi- 
ness stores, and the restroom is wall- 
papered in Frida Kahlo at her most 
glowering. One wall has a map of 
Mexico made out of artfully crushed

up license plates, and there’s a big 
phallus hidden among the foliage in a 
corner that may or may not double as 
a shower for the staff. There’s even a 
stain in the bar top’s patination that 
sure looks a lot like a penis (or maybe 
a squid). 

A project from the team behind 
Finn Town, this powerclash cantina 
takes its name from Latin American 
slang for a good-looking man, and 
the menu delivers exactly what you'd 
expect: chips and guacamole, ceviche, 
al pastor quesadillas, and other ap- 
proachable antojitos. Fish tacos are 
pure SoCal, but they’re there to be 
had, maybe after a carnitas tostada 
and before an order of churros with 


chocolate and créme anglaise. If you 
want a rich pozole or mole witha 
dozen spices poking through, venture 
elsewhere, but if you want to chill after 
work with friends, this patio is open 
until 10 p.m. nightly. 

The drinks are slightly more inven- 
tive than the food, with frozen treats 
like the Punta Negra (tequila, dry 
curacao, lime, passion fruit, and haba- 
nero) and the Mismaloya (mezcal, egg 
white, lemon, and hibiscus) alongside 
standbys like margaritas and a Dirty 
Michelada made with a house Bloody 
Mary mix. The usual Mexican lagers 
are all there — Sol, Tecate, Corona — 
plus offerings like Henhouse Oyster 
Stout.

The Glasgow rockers with a memorable name may have gotten big early, but they're not interested in becoming 


history just yet. 


Franz Ferdinand

Over the last century, we’ve 
had to remember the name Franz Fer- 
dinand twice. The first time around, 
historians were referencing the Arch- 
duke of Austria, whose assassination 
in 1914 would ultimately lead to World 
War I. More recently, the discussion 
was centered on a Scottish band whose 
2004 single “Take Me Out” became a 
ubiquitous hit and a watershed mo- 
ment of the early-aughts rock revival. 

Many of Franz Ferdinand’s peers 
have subsequently disbanded or faded 
away, but the Glaswegians have carried 
on. The February release of Always As- 
cending marked the band’s fifth album, 
although drummer Paul Thomson con- 
cedes Franz Ferdinand still encounters 
people who thought the group had 
called it quits long ago. 

“When our first record came out, we 
were in the middle of this hype storm,” 
he says. “We were massively uncom- 
fortable with it at the time. It took 
us years to get used to the idea that 
we were professional musicians, let 
alone rock stars. Still, there are times 
when we'll see someone at the airport 
that will ask us if we’re in a band. We 
tell them we're Franz Ferdinand and 
they'll say, ‘Oh, I didn’t realize you 
were still going. I think that says more 
about them than it does about us. 
They probably just stopped listening 
to music.” 


For those who haven't receded into 
a musical hibernation, there’s all the 
evidence in the world to prove that 
Franz Ferdinand aren't simply “still 
going, but continuing to push them- 
selves in new directions. While their 
first two albums relied on the punk- 
tinged brand of jubilant, hook-heavy 
rock featured on “Take Me Out,” later 
releases have subsequently explored 
a more dance-focused sound. These 
efforts have rewarded Franz Ferdinand 
with five Grammy nominations and the 
2004 Mercury Prize, as well as venues 
that continue to be filled with fans — 
although Thomson has noticed some are 
new to the party. 

“There are a lot of really young people 
coming to the shows,” he says. “People 
are coming who maybe just got into us.” 

These latecomers are a case study in 
how fans learn about music these days. 
Thomson says the band often hears from 
people who first discovered Franz Ferdi- 
nand while playing Guitar Hero or who 
heard the band’s music in Madden NFL 
2005. Others may find the group thanks 
to their propensity for covering a wide 
array of songs. Earlier this year, they 
decided to pay homage to their Canadian 
hosts by taking on Drake’s “Passionfruit” 
during a performance at the House of 
Strombo. 

Apparently, the effort had some early 
detractors, including lead singer Alex 
Kapranos. 

“Alex didn’t want to sing that song,” 


Thomson explains. “He hated the senti- 
ment behind the lyrics. It became a big, 
long discussion, with Bob [Hardy, the 
bassist] arguing in Drake’s defense. It 
sounded like Love Unlimited Orchestra 
when we played it. Since the show was 
recorded in Toronto, we thought it would 
be fitting. However, when we got there, 
we found out that we were the fourth 
artist to cover a Drake track.” 

It wasn't their only recent foray into 
hip-hop, either. 

As the group’s drummer, Thomson 
has long constructed his percussion for 
songs by first programming them and 
then figuring out how to replicate it live. 

“When I just sit and play,” he says, 
“my arms tend to fall into the same pat- 
terns, so it’s good to try and challenge 
yourself a little bit and do something 
that your body might not necessarily let 
you do unless you taught it.” 

One day, Thomson was toying around 
with an AKAI MPC sampler when he 
stumbled upon the method by which 
many beatmakers create the rhythm of 
trap hi-hats. He would later incorporate 
his discovery into the Always Ascending 
track “Huck and Jim.” 

“T found this trick that they all do, 
which is when you go from fourths to 
16ths to 64ths on the hats just by press- 
ing a button,” he explains. “I started to 
wonder if I could do that physically. We 
wanted the song to sound like our very 
wrong interpretation of a trap record.” 

Embracing their peculiarities has 





always served Franz Ferdinand well. 
Alongside Belle and Sebastian and CH- 
VRCHES, they are the pride of Glasgow’s 
modern music scene. Just as the band 
looked forward to tackling a cut from 
Drake, Thomson also notes that there is 
a distinguished history of bands happy 
to stick seemingly disparate elements to- 
gether and hope the result is something 
magical. 

“That’s what I like about the whole 
French house scene,” Thomson says. 
“Look at Daft Punk: They pillaged from 
"70s rock and Eddie Van Halen guitar 
solos and would mix that with a De- 
troit club track from the early nineties. 
It shouldn’t work, but it does. When 
you put those two ideas together, it’s 
hilarious but it’s also exciting. That’s 
what excites us about making music: 
trying to copy things and getting them 
really wrong. 

“The beauty,” he adds, “is that in 
the end, it becomes yours.”

First let me say that I think you give excellent 
advice, even if it is a bit pedestrian at times. I have 
a small problem: Last fall, my penis bent up and to 
the left at an almost 90 degree angle.

His diagnosis 
meant he was going to die soon. Yours doesn’t. You 
have a lot of time left, and if you get into treatment 
and take your meds, DADAC, you will live a long 
and healthy life, a life filled with love, connection, 
and intimacy. Spend some time feeling sorry for 
yourself, feel the fuck out of those feelings, and the 
go live your life—tive it for all the guys who didn’t 
get to celebrate their 33rd birthdays. 

P.S. Don’t wait until your boyfriend returns to 
tell him. He needs to get tested right away.
